EXPLANATION 
of the Circumstauces connected with the diffcre 



- - There being a fair held on this day at this station, the constables 
apprehended a man they saw in the act of rioting, whom they confined 
in their barrack, which was immediately afterwards assailed by a riotous 
mob, who demolished the windows and doors, tore oft' the roof and 
rescued the prisoner. The constables, three in number, were obliged 
to fire in their own defence, when a man named John M'Donagh was 
shot. The verdict of the coroner’s inquest, which was held the day 
following, was, “ That the deceased came by his death by a gun-shot 
wound received, when he, with many others, attacked the constabulary 
barrack in Coolany, on the evening of the 29th September 1826, and 
rescued a prisoner therefrom.” One of the persons concerned in the 
attack on the barrack, named O’Hara, was indicted for the same, found 
guilty, and sentenced to eighteen months imprisonment and hard labour. 
There were no bills of indictment prefered against the constabulary. 

- - On this day, the party stationed at Skreen, consisting of four men, 
were ordered by RichardWood, esq. a magistrate for this county, to 
attend a fair held at this place ; they stationed themselves at a con- 
venient distance from the fair, when a man ran bleeding to where they 
stood, and claimed their protection ; two men pursued him out of the 
crowd, struck him down in the presence of the constables, who imme- 
diately made prisoners of them ; when on their way to a magistrate 
(as there was not one in the fair) they were pursued by a large mob, 
who surrounded and assailed them with stones, (one of which broke 
the carbine of one of the constables) endeavoured to disarm the party, 
and swore they would not Jet them proceed further with the prisoners. 
The constable in charge of the party, in his own defence, ordered the 
men to fire, when two men were wounded, one of which died in two 
days after, the other recovered. The verdict of the coroner’s inquest 
was, “ That the deceased came by his death in consequence of a 
wound of a ball fired by a constable.” The deceased before his death 
requested that there should be no proceedings taken against the con- 
stabulary, as he and his party were in fault, and the constables only 
doing their duty ; and the father of the deceased, after he was interred, 
spoke to the people who were at the funeral, and requested that none of 
them would ever attempt to revenge the death of his child, as he and 
his party were the aggressors, and not the constabulary ; that he always 
liked the constables, and that he liked them as well now as before the 
unfortunate occurrence took place. 

There were no bills of indictment in this case. 

- - This man was arrested by a party of constables for desertion ; when 
in custody he repeatedly struck the constables, and endeavoured to 
effect his escape, when a large party of people assembled armed with 
stones and other missiles, attacked the constables ; one of them snapped 
a musket at the party, who in their own defence were obliged to lire, 
when the said William Black received a shot in the wrist in endeavouring 
to make his escape ; he was retaken and brought before the provost of 
Sligo, and committed. 

- - Two policemen, by order of a magistrate, were placed in the house 
of a man named Quinn, for its and his protection ; in some time after- 
wards the house was attacked by an armed party, and entered. The 
constables fired, wounded and made prisoner of one man. The fire was 
returned by the assailants, and the prisoner rescued. No bills of in- 
dictment in this case preferred, as none of the party were identified in 
consequence of the darkness of the night.

Inspector-General’s Observations : 

King’s County : 

The case stated in chief constable Judge’s return occurred in the county of Tipperary in 1827. 
Constable O’Meally was tried for the act and acquitted. Tipperary being in the province of 
Munster, the matter is not referred to in this Recapitulation. 

County of Longford : 

With reference to the case in 1829, I beg to observe, that upon its being submitted tome in 
July last, I informed the Sub-inspector that “ I would instantly recommend the dismissal of sub- 
constable Qum, but under the circumstances of his having been committed to gaol, I awaited the 
result of the legal proceedings ; that I considered constable Corcoran as by no means free from 
blame in permitting a prisoner in his charge to be so ill-treated, and if not legally involved I would 
direct lum to be tried for his conduct.” In consequence, however, of a further report received from 
the sub-inspector in November following, and in consideration of a statement made by the deputy 
sovereign of the town of Longford, and the complainant having failed to prosecute, I consented to 
waive further proceedings against the constables, with the exception of a severe reprimand and 
admonition, which I directed the sub-inspector to convey to them in my name, and which I per- 
sonally repeated at my inspection, informing them that their names were noted by me for imme- 
diate dismissal on a repetition of misconduct.

- On the night of the 21st November 182G, as the Ledwithtotvn police party were 
returning to their station from the fair of Ballymahan, they observed a number of 
country people beating a man at Cornicart, and heard a cry of “ Murder.” On the 
approach of the police the country people ran off, leaving the man very much 
beaten in the ditch ; and the police (believing that the man was killed) pursued, 
and not being able to come up to them, constable Abraham Bennet discharged his 
carbine at them, by which James Gerraghty received a gun-shot wound, of which 
he lecovered in about a month afterwards. A bill of indictment against constable 
Bennet was sent before the grand jury, and ignored. 

The police had no warrant in this case. 

- - On the 18th July 1829, two of the police at Longford, namely, constable Cor- 
coran and sub-constable Quinn arrested Patrick Carroll for a breach of the peace 
and after conveying him to the police barrack, Carroll made resistance against the 
police, when sub-constable Quinn struck him with his carbine on the head, and 
wounded him severely, so that the doctor who attended him did not declare him out 
of danger for a few days. The police were not in the execution of a warrant, but 
apprehended Carroll for a breach of the peace. 

There was no bill of indictment preferred in this case.

None of the constabulary were severely wounded except chief constable James Gibbons, who was cruelly beaten 
by a mob and left for dead, (several of his ribs were broken), while assisting to quell a riot at Carrick-on-Suir, in the 
county of Tipperary, on the borders of the county Kilkenny, on the 8th June 1829. No bills of indictment were 
preferred in this case. 

Many of the police were beaten in endeavouring to quell riots at fairs, &c and otherwise executing the orders of 
the magistrates.

sion. Although this man possesses every good quality necessary 
for the office he holds, yet he was obliged to fire in his own 
defence, but the shot did not take effect ; but on being put to 
the wall by the mob, he was obliged to use his sword, and 
inflicted a wound on a man named Maher. Constable O'Meally 
was left quite senseless, till the constabulary arrived to his 
relief from Dunkerrin. Informations were sworn by O’Meally 
against Maher and others, and cross-informations were sworn 
against O’Meally by Maher, by which he was tried at Clon- 
mel, and prosecuted by the late Catholic Association. This 
trial brought forth an address from Judge Moore, who pre- 
sided on this case, stated at seeing him in Philipstown some 
time after, that he looked on him (O’Meally) as a persecuted 
and injured constable, and stated he would recommend him 
for compensation for the expenses of his trial, which he after- 
wards received.
